Always remember it is “the Word” 
that does the work. All we need to do 
is speak “the Word,” either silently or 
orally. Then leave the patient and the 
disease to the Great Physician. 

Just to carry about one this little vol- 
ume of the most powerful words known 
to-day will be a protection and talis- 
man, a divine charm that will attract 
the good and repel the opposite. But
